UNCLE SAM’S WARSHIPS, 


Fitting One of Them For a Cruise Costs a 
Small Fortune. 

Furniture and supplies for. Uncle 
Sam’s new war vessels: cost a mint of 
money. To fit out one of these ships for 
a cruise is a bigger job than equipping a 
first class hotel, Here is a floating for- 
tress as long as two city blocks, with all 
modern conveniences and complete res- 
taurant facilities, lighted throughout by 
electricity—a gigantic fighting machine 
and military barracks combined. Her 
steel walls, bristling with guns, shelter 
a small army of men. The New York, 
for example, has a crew numbering 455, 
besides 40 marines and 44 officers, To 
feed them all for a twelvemonth at the 
government's rate of allowance costs 
$60,000. 

On going into. commission such a ship 
must be furnished throughout, from the | 
kitchen,. which is as complete as that of 
a great city hostelry, tothe captain's 

cabin, She carries large stocks of sta- 
tionery, hardware and apothecaries’ 
goods, and is provided with tools for all 
sorts. of trades. Everything conceivable 
that may be needed for purposes of. war 
and peace’ is- supplied, because onthe 
high seas no shops or factories are ac- 
cessible, Usually the vessel _is _pro- 
visioned for only three months, because 
there is no room to stow more, The ra- 
tions are purchased by the navy depart- 
ment and comprise such necessities as 
hard bread, cornmesel, oatmeal, hominy, 
flour, salt pork, beans, peas, rice, pre- 
served meats, butter, coffee and tea. 

Every man in the navy, from the last 
~-boy shipped: “up to.the admiral, has an 
allowance of 80 cents a day for rations, 
which he may éraw either in food or in 
money. The paymaster of the ship has 
charge of all the provisions, which ar 
dealt out by his ‘“‘yeoman,” who is in 
turn assisted by the jack-o’-dust. The 
person last named attends to opening the 
barrels and packages. Coffee and sugar 
are served out once in 10 days, flour ev- 
ery four days and meats daily. While 

pt 

each man receiving one pound of fresh 
bread, 14 pounds of fresh meat and one 

and of fresh vegetables per diem. 
“These take the place of the ordinary ra- 
tions, only tea and coffee being provided 
in ‘addition. The allowance is at all 
times-so..liberal -that the enlisted men 
“ cannot possibly consume the whole of it, 
so they take part of it in cash,—Phila- 
delphia Times. — 

Remarkable Stalactite Caves In Utah. 

Twoof the most wonderful stalactite 
caves in the world are located within the 
territory of Utah—one five miles south 
of Toquerville and the other 25;miles 
west of St..George. Neither is:remark- 
able on account of size, and to. the best 
of my knowledge the dignifying title of. 
“cavern” has never been bestowed upon 
either of the two. They simply come 
within the category of the wonderful be- 
cause of the immense number of stalac- 
tites of various sizes’ and colors which 
depend from their roofs,The-first, the 
one near Toquerville, is known as La 
Virgin. and the other by thetame of the 
Black Warrior. 

The Virgin was discovered a few years 
ago by the contractor of an irrigating 
company, who was engaged in driving a 
tunnel through.a mountain called ‘‘La 
Virgin Bench” for the purpose of tap- 

{ .. ping the river beyond. When the light 
was first let into this wonderful under- 
ground chamber, the effect is said to 
have been’ startling, the roof and floor 

Glittering with cubes and points of crys- 

tal alum‘and the roof studded with mil- 
“ lions of-rain colored stalactites. 

"The “Black Warrior” cave is a coun- 
terpart of the Virgin and was discovered 
by miners at a point where their tunnel 
was 865 feet beneath the surface.—St.

The gentlemen so presiding are not 
municipal politicians, because, as I have 
previously explained, they have in Glas- 
gow no municipal politics, but. merely 
an administration, Mr, Chairman, there-- 
fore, is not in quest of votes, and ‘if he 
were his services in a lodging house 
would ill requite him, ‘Nor is there any 
appearance of charity, condescension, 
nor any other untoward thing in~ this 
business, The entertainment is carried 
on very much asa concert is aboard an- 
Atlantic liner—with this exception, that 
no collection is made. The municipality 


it may be assumed that the chairmen 
are put to no inconvenience. They are 
usually men who devote a large part of 
their lives to philanthropic work. 

A Saturday night’s audience ‘at one of 
these municipal lodging houses comprises 
a wide assortment of characters anda 
considerable distribution of race. There 
are sailors who have got:hard up in port, 
soldiers recently discharged. There are 
poor devils who are spending their last 

for shelter and food, which will 
take them over to the Monday merning, 
when they may be able to pick up some- 
where somehow pennies enough to last 
them over another night. And there are 
laborers in regular employment,  arti- 


sans, too, who are not hard up, but who |.7.90 .m 


are lodging here while they are at work 
in the town. ‘There are of course men 
who have seen better days and men:who 
by no possibility can ever see any worse 
ones. Some are here from necessity, 
some from motives of economy, and all 
of them are fairly comfortable while they 
are here, 

The Saturday night entertainments are 
voluntary altogether. The entertainers 
give their services, and the audiences are 
not asked for a penny: There'were from 
200 to 350 men in each of the recreation 
rooms which we visited, and hearty ap- 
plause gave evidence of the delight of 
the men, who appeared to enjoy them= 
selves thoroughly. 

A municipal lodging house is a large, 
well lighted and well ventilated build- 
ing. At the entrance there is. an office, 
where the applicant for lodging pays his 
8id. or 444. and receives a ticket en- 
titling him to the privileges of the house. 


On the ground floor there are three large | _% 


a ents, one used as a sort of: eating 
room, another as a sitting room, another 
as akitchen; The lodgers supply their 
own food and cook it tiemselves, having 
the free use of the kitchen fires and the 
steam heaters for this purpose. The house 
is in charge of 4 superintendent, with 
several assistants. 

At 8 o'clock in the evening the dormi- 
tories are opened, These dormitories are 
spacious rooms divided by partitions 8 
or 9 feet high into small compartments, 
each compartment containing a bed ar- 
ranged in the fashion of a stateroom

The following is the text of a bill in- 
troduced into the Massachusetts Legis- 
luture-for-the—protection--of-the rights 
of property owners along proposed elec- 
tric railway routes: 

SecTion.1. No Board of Aldermen 
or Selectmen shall hereafter grant au- 
thority to any street railway company 
to locate its tracks upon any street, 
lane, or highway of any city or town, 
orto operate its cars thereon by elec- 
tricity, the cable system, or by any 
other. mechanical power, until such 
street railway company-has filed with 
the elerk of such Board of Aldermen 
or Selectmen’ the written consent, ac- 
knowledged in each instance as are 
deeds entitled to be -recorded, of the 
owners of at least one-half of the land 
fronting on that portion of the street, 
lane, or highway through which such 
location is granted. 

To-day the street residents along our 
electric road have_ no more wight than 
the citizen in the remotest part of the 
town, a condition of affairs not just, 
surely; The above measure would 
remedy this, and seems, therefore, a 
most admirable measure.

Mr.-Editor: 

Having been much interested in the 
discussion going on in your valuable pa- 
per on ‘Town Affairs, especially that part 
of it pertaining to taxation, it occurred 
to me that some light might be thrown 
on the subject, by giving some facts that 
have come under.my observation during 
my long term as one of the Assessors of 
the town. This covers the ground from 
the very low rate of $5 per thousand to 
the present much talked against rate 
of $17. 1 

What has produced this change is the 
pertinent inquiry. It is not strange that 
the mind of the average taxpayer is some- 
what clouded on this point, and attribute 
it as wholly due to extravagance on “thé 
t of the town or its officials. To an-

We will go back to 1881 when the tax 


rate was $5 per thousand. The amount 
appropriated at the annual Town : Meet- 
ing was about $55,000, ‘To meet this sum 
there was in the treasury over $11,000, 
income from bank and corporation taxes 
$24,000 and from other sources sufficient 
to reduce the amount to be raised by tax- 
ation to less: than $20,000, and reducing’ 
this amount by the sum assessed on the 
polls and it gives the exceedingly low 
amnuen begt that year We -should-note-also 
that the same year the extension to the 
town house was made, calling for an ap- 
propriation of $6,000. .The year follow- 
ing, the income from the sources above 
named remained the same, but the build- 
ing of the engine house called for an ex: 
~ penditure of $10,000, raising the tax rate 
to $6.50. 
<nsenowonify$9Gd-the-rate. advanced to $10 due to _ 
a variety of causes, among them the in- 
crease of the State tax by $3000, the ppr- 
chase of the gravel bank $3500, the exten- 
sion of Chestnut Street and repairs on 
“Maple Avenue $2000, steam heating in 
engine house $500, water supply at Alms- 
house $500, new hose.for fire department 
$1000, the enforcement of the law requir: 
ing the town to furnish schoo} books, 
thereby shifting the burden from the in- 
dividual to the town requiring an expen- 
diture of $1509. Beside the improve- 
ments there was a general advance in the 
ordinary appropriations. In 1886 the rate 
was $11, because of the introduction of 
water for fire purposes calling for $10,000. 
"In 1887 although there were many im- 
proyements made, namely, purchase of 
land for new Grammar schoolhouse, 
building Railroad Street, waterworks 
surveys, fire alarm, and others of less 
cost, yet the large increase of personal 
property dropped the rate again tor$6.50. 
The advanced rate in-1888—to~-$11,-was 
caused by.an appropriation of $20,000 for 
the erection of the new Grammar school- 
house. The $13.50 rate of 1889 can be 
accounted for by the building of the Bal- 
lardvale schoolhouse $15,000, and Ando- 
ver’s share of the new Lawrence bridge 
$3,500, and the loss of income from Bank 
and Corporation taxes amounting to over 
$9,000.. This loss alone would increase 
the rate $2 per thousand. 

It may be well at this point to say for 
the benefit, of those who do not under- 
stand what is meant by Bank and Corpo- 

ration taxes, that the stock of banks 
and corporations is assessed by the State

individual stockholders- belong.--Ando- 
ver has been remarkably favored in this 
regard, receiving some years in the past, 
from this source alone, sufficient to meet 
one-half the ordinary expenses of the 
town. The rates and expendicures of the 
town since 1890 are too familiar to need 
mention. 

Ihave reviewed the doings of. the town 
since 1881, giving the rates of taxation 
and what has produced them, for. the 
purpose of showing that during this 
period of low or comparatively low rates 
the town was making many and expen- 
sive improvements, but the burden was 
not felt as now because it possessed 
abundant resources to meet them. But 
conditions have changed. The. rate has 
advanced to $17, and that as ‘‘Rustic” 
says on a “tremendously increased valiia- 
tion.” -Let figures speak. The valuation 
of real estate May 1, 1890, was $2,860,123, 
the new valuation of that year was $3,- 

____ 818,255. Since then there has been added 


mostly for new buildings erected $72,176,- 


making the total valuation of real estate 
on May 1st, 1893, $3,290,431, an increase 
over 1800 of $430,308. To offset this good 
showing we have met with a ‘‘tremen- 
dous”” decrease in personal property. 
Since-1888-when we reached our highest 
figures $2,099,191, we have lost over 
$1,000,000. The shrinkage of income in 
the meantime from Bank and Corpora- 
tion taxes amounts to over. $13,000 Sup- 
posing our total valuation to be $4,500.- 
000, it can readily be seen that ewty 
$4,500 raised increases the rate by $1 per 
thousand. On this ‘basis nearly $5 per 
thousand of our present rate can be ac- 
counted for as a result of actual loss from 
the above mentioned sources as com- 
pared with former years. 

It may be a matter of interest to some 
to have explained the cause of our mis- 
fortune. Itis partly dye to individual 
losses, and to a general shrinkage of value 
on personal property throughout. the 


town. But a large share of loss may be 


attributed toa division of a few large 
estates, which while they were intact as 
oo prior 6.1889, furnished a large amount 
By reason of this division 
much of the property has gone from us,

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ments. . Each of the departments, moved 
by a desire to excel, have seemingly been 
lavish in their expenditures requiring 
larger appropriations from year to year 
to accomplish their..purpose. The town 
has been wonderfully generous in re- 
sponding to,their demands. 

Now that the call for retrenchment is 
heard they kuow not Where to commence 
without impajging the efficiency of their 
particular w é : , 

If the School Committee are asked to 
reduce expenses the reply comes that they 
cannot without injury to the schools,and 
ifexpenses must be lessened let it be 
done somewhere else but do not retard 
the cause ef education. 

If roads are mentioned as the proper 
place to begin the answer is; good roads 
we must have at all hazards, curtail in 
other directions. So you may go the 
rounds till you come to “Pay of Town 
Officers.” One says that “Honor” should 
satisfy, but. most of the officers agree that 

honor is a poor substitute for bread and 


butter. If the office demands the sacri- 


fice of time which impairs his own bus- 
iness interests, it is proper that he be 
well paid, at least these are my senti- 
ments. 

With these -various opinions existing 
our only course to pursue is to wait the 
action of our annual Town Meeting. 

.. There is one point more of which I will 
speak, and that is our Interest Account. 
It will require an appropriation of $10,000 
to pay itthe present year. Thisisalarge 
amount-to-meet annually,. and... L..cannot, 
see how it can be much less for several 
years to come. Fourteen hundred dol- 
lars of this is paid annually to the Trus- 
tees of Memorial Hall forthe support of 
the library. When the late John Smith 
made the munificient gift to the town, of 
$20,000, the.interest to be used for that 
purpose and, it-- was subsequently~in- 
creased $5,000, by another, the town re- 
“ceived it into its Treasury” piving- notes:

There can be 
no doubt that our rum-ruled cities and 
towns would be greatly improved if they 
used more prohibition. yeast; and as in 
the old anti-slavery times, so the dough 
faces of to-day on these great moral and 
social questions, would be less lialle to 
inertia, bile, and certain symptoms of 
heart suspension, if they somehow could 
have injected more of this same kind of 
yeast into their moral constitutions, 
There certainly would not be so many: 
hard crusts of crime and adversity forthe 
people to chew and swallow; or so many 
disordered and disgraceful conditions in 
in the body politic or in the individual 
life, if this important ingredient were 
more generally employed. The moral is 
plain; use plenty of prohibition yeast in 
your political breadmaking and miunici- 
pal housekeeping, if you desire a healthy 
tone of society. And small though it 
may appear, at first, in comparison with 
old and more popular agencies for the 
moral nourishment and life of the peo- 
ple, it is destined like the leaven or yeast 
which the woman hid in three measures 
of meal, to increase in force till the 
whole is leavened, PROHIB.

PRUNING OF TREES. 


The Different Results Gained From Sum- 
mer Praning and Winter Pruning. 

Amateur gardeners know very little 
instructions in this line 

. "Thomas. Meehan, in his 
‘Monthly, very truly says: The unfortu- 
_nate part of all attempts at these-prac- 
‘tical lessons is that in pruning one must 
have some object before he starts, and 
that this object will vary continually— 
not only on various trees, but with a 
tree itself—and it is impossible, there- 


fore, to. give practical lessons in detail _ 
particular ob- 


without knowing wh 
ject one may have in view. 

One may have fruit trees growing in a 
comparatively small space, and which 
he, therefore, desires to keep dwarf. 
With this object ini view, a very special 
system of pruning would ‘be necessary, 
and the object would be to get growing 
branches nearer to the ground and not 
up in the air a long distance, where the 
trees would make large spreading heads, 
In order to accomplish this one has to 
prune out during the summer most all 
the strong and vigorous growths at the 
apex of the plant, so. as to throw the 

- course of the sap into the branches near 


_oaataaaeess the ground, foy in a state of “nature the 


tendency of the'tree is to go up, and to 
go upas rapidly as it can, and the up” 
per branches are therefore the strongest, 
and the lower branches are the weakest. 
To cutithe strong. ones out, therefore, 
strengthens the lower ones. = | 

It is on the same principle that we 
prune hedges. These we wish to keep 
_dow,.and_for_this. reason the plants are 
pruned in the summer time, the strong, 
vigorous branches—the top of the hedges 
—being the ones cut out, and this throws 
the sap into the branches near the 
ground, thereby strengthening them and. 
making them of equal growth with those 
at the apex, and this work has to- be 
done during the growing season, 

If the same kind of pruning were done 


"Fn the winter time instead: of the sum- 


mer, the result would be thatthe next 
spring iniumerable strong shoots would 
push out where the upper ones are cul 
off, and. growing so strong they would 
absolutely draw the npurishment from 
the lower branches. The pruning has to 
be done in thig case while the sap is in 
vigorous circulation, so that the channel 
may at once be turned into these lower 
branches, One might take up any num- 
ber of questions of treesin detail—apples, 
cherries, plums, grapes or whatever it 
may be—and the lesson is just the same 
for all of them. If you want to keep 
trees dwarf, with abundance of good 
growing branches.near the. ground, ‘cut 
out all the strong shoots at the apex dur- 
ing the growing season, : aeons 


A Word For the Privets. 

The California privet is employed to 
fine advantage in Central park, New 
York. It wiil grow anywhere—under 
the drip of trees, in the shade, close to 
buildings, in clear or smoky atmospheres, 
in moist or dry soil. It retains its foliage 
from December to early February, as the 
frosts may be more or less severe, _Its 
best looks are shown as a small shrub, 
never.as asmall tree. The spring growth 
is so rapid that~ it soon makes up for the 
injury which winterinflicts. It will stand 
any amount of cutting back. The roots 
are rarely killed by cold, even though the 
temperature fall to 25 degrees below zero. 

The privets are thus classed by Rural 
New Yorker: The so called California 
privet (Ligustrum ovalifolium) is prob- 
ably the best, all things considered. Then 
there is a variegated variety with yellow 
leaf margins which is quite as hardy as 
the otherspecies. The common privet (L. 
vulgare) has smaller leaves, Variety bux- 

-ifolium has smaller leaves still, Besides 
thesé there are as many as 20 different 
ppécies, which, however, would be of 
little value except to make up. @ collec- 
tion; The pendulous privet (L. vulgare 
pendulum) isinteresting, and when graft- 
ed on a stem four feet high makes a beau- 
tiful lit.le weeper.

The oaks areall admired for the beauty 
of their foliage and for their varied hab- 
its of growth. In modern gardening the

architecture and sculpture have been 
considerably indebted for models which 
thesé avorns have furnished. 

Another -Europetin oak, which has 
beautiful fruit, is not so well known in 
America as it ought to be—namely, the 
Turkey oak, Que cerris. The cap 
is completely covered with the appear- 
ance of moss, and the proportion between 
cup and acorn is considered remarkably 
beautiful from ‘an artistic point of view. 
We have moesy cup oaks of our own 
which are also beautiful in their own 

atyle, but the particular char- 
acteristics of beauty in the Turkey oak 
are unique.

‘| Some of the Advantages to Be Gained by 


Its Universal Use. 

As a machine for leveling roads, the 
wide tireis of great use and is, in fact, 
a@ modification of the roller. The char- 
acter of the vehicles which are used up- 
on a roadway has a great influence upon 


‘pts endurance to the beat of the wheels. 


The greatest defect of our American 
wagons is that for a given weight of 
wagon and load the tir's of the wheel 
are extremely narrow. It is prow 
true that on ill conditioned aid! muddy 
yoads a’ narrow wheel tire is an advan- 
tage for the reason that the thick mud 


has a less extended hold when it wraps 


around the fellies and spokes, but with 
this arrangement the interests of . the 


roadway are sacrificed to the conveni- | 


ence of the person who travels upon it.

knives into the roadbed and so deepen 
the ruts.

sistence is thereby lessened. The wide 
tired wagon as a farm wagon is better 
than the narrow tired wagon. Oftenjthe 
farmer, has been forced to cut his méad- 
ows ,by drawing heavy loads in the fall 
and spring upon narrow tired wagons, 
which could be prevented by the use of 
wide tires, 

There should also be a difference in 
the length of axles of wagons, The con- 
tinual tracking of the wheels with nar- 
row tires is the principal cause of cut- 
ting the roadbed. With tires 4 inches 
wide and the rear axle 8 inches longer 
than the forward, a surface of 16 inches 
would be rolled every time the wagon 
passed over the road. It must be appar- 
ent to every one how useful in maintain- 
ing a smooth and compact surface such 
wagons would be. 

There are some objections to the use 
of wide tired wagons. One of these is 
that on roads where the narrow tire is 
also used the ruts formed are a great 
hindrance and impede the easy move- 
ment of .the wagon. The best way to 
overcome this difficulty is to persist in 
the use of the-wide tire and do a little 
missionary work among the neighbors, 
prevailing upon them to give up the use. 
of the narrow tire. Another objection is 
the e and difficulty of changing 
the old wagon from the narrow’ to the 
wide tires, But if all the new wagons or 
wheels purchased were with a wide tire 
it would not be long before their use be- 
came almost universal, There is an ad- 
justable wide tire made, so arranged 
with clamps that it can be place upon 
any wagon tired wheel, The appended 
figure shows how this adjustable tire 
may be adjusted to the fellies of a 
,wheel,—Highway Manual of New York. 


. If We Had Good Roads.

Iron In Pharmacy. ; 
The pharmacopoeia has long recom- 
mended iron wire as material for iron 
preparations.. Musical wire, being steel 
and thereforé- purer, is also often--ap- 
* plied and yields sufficiently pure prep- 

arations. More lately there have been 
_ recommended for this purpose soft stee] 
_drillings, as being cheaper, purer and 


not so difficult to dissolve as wire, which _ 


by the various processes of forging, ham- 
mering, rolling and final drawing be- 
comes denser and harder, Wes 

The more impure an iron the quicker 
it will dissolve, but the same piece of 
iron or steel will more rapidly dissolve 
the less it has undergone the mechanical 
treatments in question. Thus, if theim- 
mense amount of mechanical labor be 
considered to which an iron or steel bar 
is subjected in reducing‘its diameter to 
that of’ wire, it is argued that soft steel 
drillings, shavings or turnings deserve 
preference. In a word, the turnings and 
drillings of axles and steel boiler plate, 
which can be obtained at any steel works 
or machine shop, are ranked among the 
purest brands of iron, in the chemical 
sense of the word, According to éx- 
perts, it may be considered a practical 
rule that any brand of steel capable of 
making good axle or boiler plate will 
also yield pure preparations on dissolv- 
ing.—New York Tribune.

Blazes Perpetually. 

A remarkable lighthouse is the one 
which sheds its warning raysfrom an es- 
tuary of the Gironde, in France, where it 
stands upon an isolated rock in the midst 
of a treacherous reef, The peculiarity of 
this lighthouse is that it is unoccupied, 
and yet its lamp is burning perpetually, 
The famous Eddystone light on the coast 
of England, rising from a rock that is 
only large enough to afford a foundation 
for the structure, is remarkable because 
the men having it in charge are able to 
leave their confined quarters only once 
in three months, when a vessel: comes to 
them with supplies, letters, papers and a 
-new detachment of watchers. e 

It was to do away witb this exacting 
and lonesome life that the French engi- 


neers set themselves about the ‘task of | 


devising a method by which the useful- 
ness of the lighthouse could be main- 
tained without so much personal atten- 
tion. It thus happened that a lamp was 
invented that-would burn .continuously 
for two months without being trimmed 
‘or replenished. 

The burning fluid used in this lamp is 
an ordinary mineral oil. The tube in the 
interior of the lamp is furnished with a 


wick having a thickness three times as | 


great as those employed generally in 
lighthouses, Around the burning sur- 
face of the wick is a cake made of a pat- 
ented preparation consisting largely of 
‘carbonized tar. . This protection assures 


the.duration-and...the..uniformity_of. the} 
A chimney made. of mica is, 


placed around the flame, and this in- 
sures an increase in the power of the 
light. The supply of oil is assured by 
means of a_ reservoir containing 100 
quarts, the lamp consuming 50 grams 
each hour, To provide always for the 
reservoir being furnished with sufficient 
fuel. a gauge -is fixed at its side that gov- 
erns the supply flowing if trom “another: 
reservoir at a distance, and this gauge 


permits just 50 grams per hour to perco--| 


late through the little supply pipe into 
the supply reservoir. 

The diameter of the lantern is56 inches 
and it cost $1,490. -The- intensity ofthe: 
light keeps equable until the expiration 


of two months, when it is necessary to| . 


visit. the lighthouse~ and-replenish the 
wick.-The light can be seen more than 
12 miles at sea. The wick is cleansed 
and drawn up gradually by the action 
of the tar cake at its mouth. The French 
government, is arranging to put upothers 
of these houses, and itis also perfecting 
an invention by which a perpettial elec- 
tric light can be controlled by wires run- 
ning through a subinarine cable to the 
the land,—Exchange. , 


Hard Deposits In Steam Boilers. 


A very simple method, of. preventing |. 


hard deposits in steam boilers is men- 
tioned by M. Schmidt, a French en- 
gineer:—- There are two-boilers-in—use-at. 
the same time; one being at. rest, and 
the water in use is very bad, being very 
calcareous and magnesic, with organic 
matter, chlorides and a little sulphate of 
of lime. Each boiler is allowed to go on 
working for about 500 hours before 
being cleaned, when it is ~ stopped, 
with the water in it, and allowed to cool 
doéwn-for-about-a-week, The masonry 
is allowed to, become cold, and then the 
tap is opened, also the safety valve, so 
that the water runs naturally out of the 
boiler, the latter, when empty, being en- 
tered and simply swept.- The deposit, 
being in the form of damp mud, is easily 
swept away, leaving the boiler as: cl 
inside as if it were new. : 

This method has been in use some five 
years and seems to show that the ordi- 
nary hardening of deposits in boilers is 
due to the absence of water in them 
while the mud and the iron are being 
heated by the brickwork when the boiler 
has been emptied by the ordinary meth- 
od under pressure, It is necessary, how- 
ever, under this system, to be able to do 
wi t the particular boiler for some 
eight days,—New York Sun,

Episcopalianism In Vermon' 


The first recorded Episcopal service held 
in Vermont was in the spring of 1764, 
when Captain Jehiel Hawley moved 
from New Milford, Conn., to Arlington, |. 
YVt., and at once began holding Episcopal 
service in his own house, attended by 

people from all the country round, which 

he continued every Sunday for years. 

Thus was established the first Episcopal 
church in Vermont. No church was built 
at Arlington until 1784, when a tax of %. 
a pound was levied for the expense. The 
church was occupied in 1786, but was not 

*~completed-till 1808._The history of the 

Episcopal church in Vermont is just enter- 

ing upon its fifth epoch, eri 

The first diocesan convention was held 
at Arlington; Sept. 20, 1790,’ [There were 
at that time 23 or 24 parishes'in Vermont 
and four clergymen, two-of whom, Rev. 
Daniel Bwites and Rev. James Nichols, 
the first settled Episcopal clergymen in 
Vermont, were present; Rev. Mr. Nichols 

came to Arlington in 1784. 

The first known Episcopal clergyman 
in the state was Rev. Samuel Andrews, 
sent out by the English Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign 
Parts (organized under William ITI at 
Lambeth palace, 1701),, who made a mis- 
sionary tour. ‘ 

Bishop .Hall’s immediate predecessor 
was Rey. William Henry Augustus 
Bissell, D. D., of Geneva, N. Y. (a Ver- 
monter by birth). In his 25 years’ episco- 
pate, till his death, May 14, 1893, he ac

ceding epoch. Bishop Bissell confirmed 
‘in his diocese 5726 persons, 1485 more than 
the_present.number of communicants, 
which indica at loss by emigration.
